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This Election Petition having been finally heard on 27-6-1980 and 
having stood over to this day for consideration , the Court on the same day 
delivered the following : - 


JUDGMENT 
This is an elector s petition to declare the election of the returned 
Candidate, the respondent herein , to the 7th Lok Sabha from No. 11 
Ernakulam Parliamentary Constituency as void under section 100 ( 1) (d ) of 
the Representation of People Act, 1951, (hereinafter, the Act) . The 
substantial case of the petitioner is that at the election held on 6-1-1980 
there has been improper refusal or rejection of votes on a large scale and 
this has materially affected the election result, in so far as it concerns the 
respondent. He relies on Section 100 (1) (d ) (iii) of the Act. According 
to him a large number of electors have been denied the right to vote. The 
petitioner estimates the number of electors who have been so denied the 
right to vote as 7000 . 

2. The respondent denies the allegations made by the petitioner. 
According to him no voterwho is entitled to vote has been denied the right 
to vote . 

3. The following issues have been raised in this case after discussion 
with the learned counsel on both sides : 
" 1. Have thenames of actual voters been scored off in the voters 

lists in the hands of presiding officers thereby denying them 

the right to vote ? 
2. Have the persons mentioned in paragraph 7 of the petition been 

unlawfully denied their right to vote ? 
3. Have the names of large numbers of voters been struck off from 

the Electoral Rolls arbitrarily and whimsically in violation of 
the Registration of Electors Rules 1960, If so, does it constitute 

a ground to set aside the election of the respondent? 
4. Has the election of the Respondent been materially affected by 

any of the foregoing reasons ? 
5. What is the order as to costs ?" . 
Issues Nos. 1 and 4 . 

4. The District Electoral Officer (the District Collector, Ernakulam ) 
examined in this case as P.W. 14 has pursuant to the summons issued in 
that behalf , caused the production of the electoral rolls used and returned 
by the Presiding Officers of the several polling stations in 11 Ernakulam 
Parliamentary Constituency. These documents havebeen marked as Exts. 
A to A 189. The learned counsel for the petitioner has, after verifying the 
clectoral rolls so produced. filed a statement dated 24-6-1980 on 25-6-1980

with reference to the Statement showing Serial Numbers of Voters illegally 
struck off from the Electoral Rolls signed by the petitioner and his learned 
counsel and appended to that statement, that statement says as follows: 

" It is noticed that names of 1296 voters whose names does not appear 

in the list of deletion, were struck off from the electoral rolls" . 
5. The argument is that the names of 1296 electors have been impro 
perly scored off in the electoral rolls used by the Presiding Officers. It is 
common case that the electoral rolls were prepared in 1975 in this state, and 
that on the basis of enumeration that took place in 1979, these electoral 
rolls prepared in 1975 were amended by appending to each such clectoral 
roll a list of additions and a list of deletions. It appears that in some of 
the copies of the electoral rolls with the bsts of additions and deletions, the 
deleted names were, for the same of convenience , scored off in the main list 
of 1975. The case of the petitioner is that the names of 1296 electors that 
occur in the main list of 1975 and have not been included in the concerned 
list of deletions, have been struck off from the main electoral rolls used by 
the Presiding Officers and the suggestion is that they have been denied the 
right of vote . 

6. The learned counsel for the respondent has no objection to marking 
the statementfiled by the learned counsel for the petitioner nor in receiving 
it in evidence. I am marking the same for reference as Ext. A191 . In 
the light of this statement I find the 1st part of Issue No. 1 in favour of the 
petitioner and hold thatthe names of 1296 not included in the lists of deleti 
ons have been scored off in the voteres lists with the Presiding Officers. 

7. However , it does not follow that these 1296 personshave been denied 
the right to give their votes for there is no material to hold that they sought 
to give their votes and/or that they were denied such right. P.Ws. 2 to 4 
and PWs. 9 to 11 have given evidence that they went to the concerned polling 
station to give his or her vote and that they were not allowed to vote, but it 
has been established that they are amongst the 1296 persons mentioned in 
Ext. A191 . Nor is the evidence of the polling agents of Dr. Henry Austin 
who obtained the next highest number of votes after the returned candidate , 
the respondent, examined as P.Ws. 5 to 7 and P.W. 12 and P.W. 13 of 
any assistance in this regard . Consequently I find the 2nd part of issue No. 1 
against the petitioner. 

8. Six candidates contested from the Ernakulam Parliamentary Consti 
tuency . The respondent got 1,89,225 votes; Dr. Henry Austine got 1,86,723 
votes; others obtained only such less votes than Dr. Henry Austin . The 
difference between the number of votes obtained by the respondent and that 
given in favour of Dr. Henry Austin is 2502. Even assuming (without 
deciding) that all the 1296 persons mentioned in Ext. A191 sought to excrcise 
their franchise , and that too , in favour of Dr. Henry Austin , still the respon 
dent would have a majority of 1206 votes . Therefore, it cannot be said 
that the result of the election in so far as it concerns the returned candidate , 
(the respondentherein ) hasbeen materially affected by improper refusal or 
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rejection of any vote . I find issue No. 4 in favour of the respondent and 
against the petitioner. 

9. The learned counsel for the respondent rightly contended that this 
Court is not entitled to make the assumptions as mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph. As pointed out by the Supreme Court in S. N. Balakrishna 
V. Fernandez (A.1.R. 1969 S.C. 1201) (at 1205 ) this matter cannot be 
considered on possibility and in cases like this there is no room for a 
reasonable judicial guess . And, applying the rule laid down by that Court 
in Vashist Narain v. Dev Chandra (AIR 1954 S.C. 513 ) it is necessary for 
the petitioner to prove by cogent evidence that all these 1296 persons would 
have voted and that they would have voted against the respondent and in 
favour of one or the other of the other five candidates . 
Issue No. 2 . 

10. There is no evidence in this case which would establish that the 
persons mentioned in paragraph 7 of the petition have been unlawfully denied 
their rightto vote. I find this issue against the petitioner and in favourof 
the respondent. 
Issue No. 3 . 

11. It has not been established that the names of large number of 
voters have been struck off from the ElectoralRolls in violation of the Regi 
stration of Electors Rules 1960, be it arbitrarily and whimsically or not I 
And the 1st part of this issue against the petitioner and in favour of the 
respondent. In that view the second part of this issue does not call for any 


answer . 


Issue No. 5. 

12. The petitioner is not entitled to anyrelief . I dismiss this petition . 
The ctitioner shall pay the respondent s costs which I fix as Rs. 1500 . 

The Registrar shall intimate the substance of this decision to the Election 
Commission and the Speaker of the House ofthe People, forthwith and shall 
send to the Election Commission an authenticated copy of this decision , as 
soon as possible .
